Ex - Chancellor’s Word 
Picture of Self as Hero 
Shrinks as Scot Pro- 
duces ‘Loyally De- 
voted’ Missives.

NUERNBERG, June 19 (By 
Radio)—In the courtroom of the 
international military tribunal, a 
man today is being spiritually 
hanged, drawn and quartered. The 
spectacle is the most cruel and 
piteous that the war crimes trial 
has yet offered. 

The executioner is a dour re- 
doubtable Scot, the Right Honor- 
able Sir David Maxwell Fyfe, who 
is a member of Parliament and a 


noted ornament of the British 
bar. 

The instruments of torture, 
however, were fashioned by the 
victim himself. They are his own 
captured documents, 

More than most Germans he 
must curse the methodical Teu- 
tonic habit of keeping records of 
everything done, said or even 
thought. And the records in this 
instance are far from common- 
place. 

Their author springs from a 
high and ancient family with a 
lineage of nine centuries. He does 
not object to being described as 
Germany’s foremost Catholic lay- 
man. He was born into the of- 
ficer caste and in World War I 
was a distinguished figure in the 
sacrosanct general staff. He was 
military attache at Washington, 
commissioner in the Saar and his 
country's Ambassador to Vienna, 
Ankara and the Vatican. He has 
been vice chancellor and chancel- 
lor of the Reich. In short he is 
that personage of charmed life 
and hairbreadth escapes, the mas- 
ter of all spies and the world’s 
most accomplished liar—Franz 
Von Papen. 

Contrast in Portraits. 

The portrait he had sketched 
of himself in direct examination 
was nothing less than venerable. 
It was admirably in tune with his 
saintly cap of white hair brushed 
back from the visage of a pious 
and genial old man. His mien 
while describing the Roehm purge 
of June 30, 1934, was particularly 
eloquent of devout wrath and hor- 
ror. Von Papen himself was held 
under arrest for three days — a 
wound to his honor as a gentle- 
man and officer which he re- 
called in accents of lofty indigna- 
tion. Two of his secretaries were 
thrown into a concentration camp. 
His press representative; Herr von 
Bose, was murdered in Von Pap- 
en’s own office. His best friend 
and colleague, Edgar Jung, was 
shot. His intimate associate, his 
brother officer and aristocrat, 
Gen. Kurt von Schleicher was as- 
sassinated together with his wife. 

Perhaps the most epic creation 
of the witness was the scene in 
which he depicted himself as de- 


fying Adolf Hitler to his face and

500-MILE-AN-HOUR 
AIRLINE SPEEDS IN 
5 YEARS PREDICTED 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
Commodore Frank G, Whittle, in- 


ventor of the engines used in the 
first Allied jet aircraft, estimated 
yesterday that within five years 
airline speeds would average be- 
tween 500 and 600 miles an hour, 
compared with less than 200 miles 
an hour at present. 


The jet expert said to reporters 
he believed the propeller eventu- 
ally would be limited to aircraft 
flying at speeds no more than 300 
miles an hour, that the “ducted 
fan” type of jet would be used be- 
tween 300 and 500 miles an hour, 
and that straight turbo-jets would 
be used above 500 miles an hour. 

There are no serious power 
plant problems in flying at super- 
sonic speeds, he said, all of the 
major problems being in the de- 
sign of the aircraft. 

Whittle asserted that fighter jet 
planes today were “better in every 
respect” than fighters powered 
with piston engines.

In other words, the pos- 
sibility was not ruled out that the 
Soviet might agree to waive the 
veto right providing the United 
States would destroy its stockpile 
of bombs and disclose its know- 
how at once, or the moment an 
international atomic development 
authority was established. 


What Baruch Said. 


Closest scrutiny is thus being 
given by the Soviet delegation to 
the progressive steps for dis- 
closure of our know-how outlined 
by Bernard M. Baruch, the Unit- 
ed States representative, in his 
speech before the commission last 
Friday. 


On this all important issue 
Baruch said: “In the deliberations 
of the commission, the United 
States is prepared to make avail- 
able the information essential to 
a reasonable understanding of the 
proposals which it advocates. 
Further disclosures must be de- 
pendent, in the interest of all, 
upon the effective ratification of 
the treaty. 

“When the authority is actual 
ly created, the United States will 
join the other nations in making 
available the further information 
essential to that organization for 
the performance of its functions. 
As the successive stages of inter- 
national control are reached, the 
United States will be prepared to 
yield, to the extent required by 
each stage, national control of ac- 
tivities in this field to the au- 
thority.” 


From the Soviet point of view, 
this time table of disclosure 
may appear far too vague, 
Russia, informed sources believe, 
may take the stand that she 
would place herself in a vulner- 
able position if she were to agree 
to a survey of her uranium and 
thorium resources and cease re- 
search on the atom in advance of 
relinquishment by this country of 
its atomic secrets. Under any 
system of international -control, 
no country, even for a moment, 
should maintain the awesome 
threat inherent in a stockpile of 
bombs within its own national 
borders and subject to its own na- 
tional control, according to this 
line of reasoning.

Nobel Prize Winner 
Points Out Objections 
to 2 Alternatives, Either 
of Which Nation Could 
Adopt. 


CHICAGO, June 19 (AP) — Dr. 
Harold C. Urey, Nobel prize win- 
ner of the University of Chicago, 
who aided in development of the 
atomic bomb, said yesterday that 
international control of the wea- 
pon offered the only hope of 
averting World War III, 


In an extemporaneous address 
to the convention of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, Dr. 
Urey said: 

“We have three courses open to 
us. One is to do nothing about 
the bomb, to maintain huge stand- 
ing armies and navies, and huge 
mumbers of airplanes. We can 
try to deceive others about our 
strength and we can expect to be 
deceived in return. 

“With this course we must ex- 
pect to spend 300 billion dollars 
within the next five years, and 
disperse our cities and our citizens 
across the country in a program 
that will cost just about as much 
as War II. 

“The second possible course is 
for the United States to attack at 
ence or within the near future be- 
fore any other nation has time to 
develop its bomb. 

“It would be simple for the 
United States to destroy all the 
large cities of all the world with 
the present supply of atom bombs. 
But what then? Are we prepared 
to police the world? 

“The third course is the most 
difficult to obtain. But if we had 
a world government as stable as 
that of the United States, the 
manufacture of bombs could be 
prevented just as it could be pre- 
vented by Federal police within 
the United States itself. 

“We do not have such a world 
government. Thence we must se- 
cure, on the international level, 
control of the atomic bomb. This 
eannot be done without sacrificing 
something that we don’t want to 
sacrifice, but it should be said 
that other countries likewise will 
have to sacrifice the same thing.” 

Dr. Urey warned against being 
“deceived by a false control.” 

“We must establish internation- 
al authority on the basis of the 
Baruch report... .

TEL AVIV UNDER 
CURFEW: KIDNAPED 
BRITISH HUNTED 


House - to- House Search 
Being Made for 5 Ab- 
ducted Officers—Resi- 
dents Stay at Home. 


JERUSALEM, June 19 (UP)— 
British tanks, planes and infantry 
shut Tel Aviv off from the world 
today while soldiers made a house- 
to-house search of the Jewish city 
for five British officers kidnaped 
by Jewish extremists. 


Tel Aviv, a seacoast city of 200,- 
000 population was deadened by 
an around-the-clock curfew which 
began at 5 a. m. Residents stayed 
in their homes while thousands of 
British Sixth Airborne Division 
Troops methodically hunted 
through every house for traces 
of the hostages. 

(The Associated Press said that 
a sixth British officer, Maj. H. B. 
Chadwick, was missing. He failed 
to appear at a general command 
meeting in Jerusalem yesterday. 
Palestine police said Chadwick, 
like the five kidnaped in Tel 
Aviv, may be a hostaye of the out- 
lawed Irgun Zvai Leumi, which is 
reported attempting to compel the 
British to commute the death sen- 
tences of two Jewish members.) 

Large forces of troops and po- 
lice also began scouring several 
Jewish settlements along the Leb- 
anese frontier. All roads through 
the upper Galilee section of Pal- 
estine in the north were blocked. 
Telephone lines were cut to pre- 
vent alarms being spread to other 
settlements. 

Two Jews were killed today dur- 
ing searches for extremists in 
northern Galilee. 

British engineers threw a Bailey 
bridge across the Jordan between 
Palestine and Syria, replacing the 
dynamited “Bridge of the Daugh- 
ters of Jacobs” which raiders de- 
stroyed Sunday. 

The seething unrest gripping 
Palestine was focused on Tel 
Aviv. Explosions and gun battles 
throughout the country have killed 
20 Jews and British soldiers since 
Sunday. Military leaders consid- 
ered a declaration of martial law. 


R.A.F, planes skimmed low over 
Tel Aviv rooftops after dawn 
when troops ringing the city con- 
verged for the search. Armored 
cars and tanks were deployed out- 
side the city in support. Police 
and additional troops stood by be- 
hind barbed wire barricades.

WASHINGTON ESCAPES STORM 


MOVE IN SENATE TO RETIRE 
4 OF JUSTICES F.D.R. NAMED 


Constitutional Amendment Proposed — De- 
mand Made for Inquiry Into 
Court Discord

WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)— 
Demands that four Roosevelt ap- 
pointees be removed from the Su- 
preme Court were coupled today 


with a proposal that all eight jus- 
tices tell the full story of the tri- 
bunal’s “feud.” 

Senator Eastland (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, announced his intention to 
push for an open investigation of 
discord between the justices which 
he asserted has resulted in “inex- 
cusable chaos” in the Supreme 
Court. 

The suggestion that all present 
justices be called on for public 
testimony came as a follow-up to 
the move by Eastland and Sena- 
tor Bridges (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, aimed at virtual dismissal 
of half the present court. 

Eastland told a reporter he will 
ask the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee to question the justices at 
hearings he insists be held on the 
constitutional amendment he and 
Bridges introduced. 

The amendment would force re- 
tirement of four of the present 
justices by limiting to three the 
number of court members who 
could hold appointment by any 
one President. The places of 
those retiring would be filled tem- 
porarily by the House from the 
ranks of lower court judges until 
a new President chose successors. 

Chances Doubtful, Say Senators. 

The amendment, to become ef- 
fective, must win two-thirds ap- 
proval by Congress, then ratifica- 
tion by three-fourths of the State 
legislatures, Most Senators doubt- 
ed it could make the grade. 

If it did, however, it would leave 
on the court Justices Hugo L, 
Black, Stanley F. Reed, Felix 
Frankfurter and Harold H. Bur- 
ton, the latter appointed by Pres- 
ident Truman. It would remove 
Justices William O. Douglas, Frank 
Murphy, Robert H. Jackson and 
Wiley Rutledge, as the final four 
appointees of the late President 
Roosevelt. 

It would not affect President 
Truman’s appointment of Fred 
Vinson as chief justice, a nomina- 
tion expected to receive early Sen- 
ate confirmation. 

Full Retirement Pay. 

Justices whose retirement was 
forced by the retroactive amend- 
ment would receive full retirement 
pay, regardless of age. 

In the selection of temporary 
justices to fill vacancies created 
by the amendment, each State’s 
delegation in the House would 
vote as a unit and each would 
have one vote, 

When a new President took of- 
fice, these temporary justices 
would return to their former posts 
and the President would appoint 
up to three justices. 

Eastland informed,a reporter 
he is uninterested in the fact that 
his amendment would leave Jus 
tice Black on the court, while re- 
tiring Justice Jackson, whose 
recent: criticiam of Black centered 
tention on teh rift among court 
members. 

“I don’t think any President 
ought to be permitted to name 
more than three members of the 
court,” Eastland said. 

He said there could be no “pack- 
ing” of the tribunal under his pro- 
posal, which would reconstitute 
the court with a Chief Justice and 
six to 10 associates, as Congress 
provided. 

Bridges told a reporter he is 
supporting Eastland’s demands 
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for public hearings by the com- 
mittee, adding that in this way 
Justice Jackson would be provid- 
ed with a forum for any expan- 
sion he cared to make of his at- 
tack on Justice Black. 

Chairman McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, said it will be up to the 
committee to decide whether any 
hearings will be held. 


In one of the bi ntest speeches 
Congress has yet heard on the 
Supreme Court cleavage, East- 
land told the Senate yesterday 
the episode made the American 
people “today look upon their 
highest tribunal as bereft of unity, 
spent by dissension and torn by 
the bickerings of factions.” 

“In fact,” he said “they discount 
its avowed high motives and judge 
it with distrust and suspicion. It 
is a sad day for America that 
that last great citadel of human 
freedom has thus been compro- 
mised,” 

Not Blaming Individuals, 

Bridges said he was not blam- 
ing individuals, as such, but added 
that “there are a number of men 
who now sit upon the court who 
do not have the proper legal 
background, judicial :emperament 
or the ability to sit upon the 
world’s greatest legal tribunal and 
to decide fundamental questions 
upon which the very system of 
our Government, as we know it, 
depends.” 

Amplifying his criticism, East- 
land said: 

“In fact, there appears to be the 
purpose of the court to bring 
about by judicial decisions a social 
and economic revolution to suit 
the predilections of its members. 
What American institution is safe 
with such a court and where does 
it leave the powef of Congress?” 

The people of this country, he 
asserted, are “sick of the bicker- 
ing, the interna] schism and the 
floating of rumors and petty fac- 
tionalism in their highest judicial 
tribunal.” 


NEW DISCIPLINARY RULES 
FOR REDS’ ARMY AND NAVY 


MOSCOW, June 19 (AP)—The 
Army newspaper Red Star said to- 
day that Generalissimo Stalin has 
signed a decree establishing new 
disciplinary regulations for the 
Red Army and Navy, including a 
requirement that all personnel 
strictly observe the rules of mili- 
tary politeness and saluting. 

The paper commented  edito- 
rially that the decree would “ad- 
vance the military might of the 
Soviet state” by re-defining the 
relationship of officers and men 
to each other and their duties and 
the state.

DAIRY PRODUCTS COST 
UP FRACTION OF GENT 


Due to New Price Ceilings— 
None of Rise Going 
to Dairies. 


Milk purchasers in the St. Louis 
area started paying a fraction of 
a cent more for dairy products 
today as the result of higher price 
ceilings announced yesterday in 
Washington by the Office of Price 
Administration, 

None of the increase will go to 
the dairies. William C. Eckles, as- 
sistant Federal] Milk Marketing 
Administrator here, told the Post- 
Dispatch that dairies may, on the 
contrary, be forced to take a re- 
duction in their margin of profit 
as a result of the new ceilings, in 
comparison with those of last 
month, 

The price paid to producers in 
the St. Louis milkshed is based 


on the prices paid to farmers by 
23 condenseries in Missouri, IIli- 
nois, Wisconsin and Michigan. The 
condenseries will be permitted to 
pay from 23 to 30 cents per hun- 
dred pounds of raw milk more 
than last month, Eckles said. 
Price increases by retailers are 
approximately one-half cent per 
quart more than before the new 
ceilings were announced, or 23 
cents per 100 pounds. Thus, if the 
condenseries on which the St. 
Louis price is based, pay pro- 
ducers 80 cents per 100 pounds 
more than the previous price, 
Eckles said, the dairies would be 
forced to absorb about 7 cents 
per 100 pounds. \ 

On the basis of a ° 30,000,000- 
pound monthly consumption of 
milk here, Eckles continued, the 
price increase will amount to at 
least $70,000 a month. 

Production has been dropping 
steadily all over the country since 
the first of the year, he said, and 
the increased prices are part of 
a federal move to prevent a fur- 
ther decrease. They will also off- 
set price increases granted a 
month ago for corn and other 
feeds such as linseed meal and 
cottonseed meal, Eckles said. 
Under the new ceilings, prices 
for regular Grade A milk will be 
16 cents per quart, an increase of 
ont-half cent. Most stores charged 
16 cents on a single bottle pur- 
chase under the previous ceilings, 
but dairies in most cases figured 
prices on the total consumption 
during the billing period. Choco- 
late, skimmed milk, lactase and 
buttermilk were increased one- 
quarter cent per quart. Large 
cans of evaporated milk will be 11 
or 12 cents, depending on the 
store classification, while small 
cans will be 6 cents.

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HOSPITALS IN CITY, 
COUNTY ASK U.S. 
FOR’ MEAT SUPPLY 


Plea to Agriculture Depart- 
ment for Special Allotment 
for Patients. 


City and county hospitals, fac- 
ing a continually growing meat 
shortage, decided yesterday to 
ask the United States Department 
of Agriculture for a special allot- 
ment of meat supplies for their 
patients. 

The action was taken at a meet- 
ing of the Hospital Council of St. 
Louis at Jewish Hospital, at which 
the shortage was discussed with 
representatives of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the OPA. 
A spokesman for the council said 
most hospitals reported their in- 
ability to obtain beef, and added 
that pork and lamb supplies were 
rapidly .disappearing. 

The new plan for Government 
assistance was adopted after the 
OPA rejected the council's orig- 
inal proposal to obtain Govern- 
ment permission to buy cattle for 
private slaughter. The hospitals 
will submit reports of their meat 
needs and supplies to the council, 
which will forward them to Wash- 
ington in connection with its ap- 
peal for special allotments. for 
patients. 

City Supply Commissioner E. T. 
Stanard said today that six city 
institutions had obtained only 358 
pounds of beef during the last 
week, compared to minimum re- 
quirements of 7500 to 8000 pounds 
and a normal consumption of 10,- 
000 pounds. 


TWO Z00 GORILLAS SICK 
AFTER EATING GREEN PEACHES 


Mattite and Phil, the two young 
gorillas at the Zoo, were recover- 
ing today from a severe attack of

BLOOD PLASMA FOR 2 YEARS 
IS AVAILABLE TO RED CROSS 


PHILADELPHIA, June 19 (AP) 
— Enough blood plasma to last 
two years is available to the 
American Red Cross for free dis- 
tribution to hospitals and phy- 
sicians. 

Dr. Courtney Smith of Washing- 
ton told the twenty-first Red 
Cross convention that 1,250,000 
packages of blood plasma have 
been declared surplus by the Army 
and Navy. The Red Cross oper- 
ated blood banks during the war. 


The two-year surplus was left 
after a sufficient quantity was 
set aside‘to meet the needs of the 
Veterans Administration and the 
United States Public Health 
Service for the next five years, he 
said.

On July 4, just four days after 
the Roehm incident, Von Papen 
wrote to Hitler that his heart was 
lighter “since it appears that the 
work mutually commenced by us 
on Jan. 30, 1933, now appears to 
be secure against further revolts.” 
The missive concluded: “T remain 
loyally devoted to you and to your 
work for our Germany.” 


As these words were read the 
defendant grinned in a sickly 
manner, made deprecating flour- 
ishes with his hands and muttered 
that at the time he believed there 
had actually been a revolt and that 
he discovered only later that it 
had been an invention of Hitler. 
He knew of the death of Von 
Bose but did not think he had 
heard of Gen. Von Schleicher’s. 
Von Papen added that after all he 
did resign. 


Sir David then produced a sec- 
ond letter dated July 10 in which 
Von Papen reminded Hitler of 
their agreement “that I was to re- 
tain my position until September 
and was then to be employed in 
the foreign service.” 


Von Papen’s reply was that Hit- 
ler did not keep his part of the 
agreement which was to have been 
a public testimonial to Von 
Papen's innocence, He knew by 
then that Von Schieicher was 
dead but had been told he was 
shot when resisting arrest. A day 
later Von Papen once more ad- 
dressed Hitler recalling that the 
Chancellor had promised to accept 
responsibility publicly for every- 
thing that happened, “Allow me 
to say how manly and humanly 
great of you I think this is,” Von 
Papen wrote. “The crushing of the 
revolt and your courageous and 
firm intervention have met with 
nothing but appreciation through- 
out the entire world.” The mis- 

signed “with unaltered 
tion and loyalty.” 


On July 14, the day after Hitler 
made his speech in the Reichstag, 
Von Papen wrote him as follows: 
“After you last night gave the

Then speaking rapidly in a 
tenor voice which rose gradually 
to a shriek the defendant con- 
tinued: “I ean see clearly Sir 
David that you consider the Ger- 
man people a nation of criminals. 
You cannot understand’ that 
among these people there are 
patriots as well. I did this thing 
so I could serve my country. I 
should like to add that until the 
time of the Munich pact and until 
the Polish campaign even the 
major powers tried to work with 
this Germany though they knew 
everything that was going on in 
the Reich. Why do you hold it 
against a patriotic German that 
he did and hoped the same thing 
that the major powers expected 
and hoped for?”

the penalties imposed by the gen- 
eral law. 

Senator Noble placed his bill on 
the informal calendar today.

“Navy ships towed balloons 
which would reproduce a large 
ship type of echo or signal on 
the enemy radar screens, All 
this added up to being the bold- 
est, cagiest piece of deception 
and faking in the history of 
man. It made possible a tre- 
mendous tactical surprise which 
saved thousands of lives and 
guaranteed the success of tlie 
whole operation.” 

Radio was of immeasurable 
assistance to aircraft in tracking 
down enemy submarines. A de- 
vice called “sono-buoy” was de- 
veloped. It consisted of a hydro- 
phone, a power plant and a radio 
transmitting station built into a 
small carton which could be 
dropped by parachute. The sys- 
tem was based on sonar, an under- 
water tracking and ranging de- 
vice which the Navy has used 
since 1927. 

Could Track Submarine. 

Briefly, when the _ sono-buoy 
went into action after striking 
water, it would pick up the sub- 
marine sounds and transmit them 
to a special receiver in the plane. 
By using a number of buoys, it 
was possible to keep track of a 
submarine until surface craft ar- 
rived. 

Two variations of radar were 
used as alds to aircraft for 
navigation—shoran and loran, 
contractions for “short range 
navigation” and “long range 
navigation.” The former was 
used for blind bombing. Loran 
provided a network of radar co- 
ordinates by which navigators 
1000 miles of more from home 
could locate themselves on a 
map. Loran was used by the 
Navy extensively. 

Radar was used widely to give 
thé exact position of enemy 
planes to anti-aircraft gunners 
and to direct searchlights. A 
mobile radar anti-aircraft unit 
had a range of 40,000 yards. 
Radar was used to locate hidden 
gun positions through detection 
of artillery and mortar projec- 
tiles in flight.

The lack of recipricity was re- 
vealed yesterday with publication 
of recent hearings before the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 


Secretary of Commerce Wallace 
told the committee that important 
technical information gathered in 
the United States zone of occupied 
Germany and Japan is made pub- 
lic in Commerce Department re- 
ports as soon as the data is taken 
off the secret list by the Army 
and Navy. 


“Anybody can buy. them,” he 
added. 


Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, said he understood Soviet 
Russia was obtaining valuable in- 
formation on atomic energy, 
radar and radio through the Com- 
merce Department reports. 


and France do not reciprocate 
with us on like reports, they are 
apparently taking advantage of 
this country,” Wherry asserted. 


He expressed fears that foreign 
governments, by piecing together 
information supplied by the Com- 
merce Department, would solve 
some of this nation’s top war 
secrets. 

Wallace, on the other hand, 
maintained that “I would not 
think that the Army and Navy 
would expose us to anything of 
that sort.” 

John C. Green, director of the 
Commerce Department’s office of 
declassification, and Philip M. 
Hauser, assistant to Wallace, said 
neither Russia nor France made 
available to this country technical 
data gathered in their zones of 
occupation. Green added that it 
would be “splendid” if congress 
would pass legislation to spur reci- 
procity. He said Russian orders 
for scientific reports had amount- 
ed to as much as $1387 at a time. 


Wallace expressed doubts about 
Wherry’s statement that he had 
been informed in secret session 
that this country had brought 
Russia and France “up to date 
with everything we know about 
radar.” 


Senator Cordon (Rep.), Oregon, 
told Wallace that he thought this 
country had given away scientific 
knowledge “that might be used to 
great advantage against’ the 
United States in the event we got 
into war.” 


Wallace, In asking the commit- 
tee to restore $1,500,000 cut from 
the scientific grant by the House, 
said that data gained from Ger- 
many and Japan represented the 
“most valuable form of economic 
reparations from the enemy.” He 
predicted that United States man- 
ufacturers would receive “great 
dividends” from the information. 


Green told the committee that 
data gathered by intelligence 
teams included valuable informa- 
tion on 7000 patents formerly held 
7 - G. Farben, German chemical 
rust.

Fraser urged the establishment 
of a Pacific regional committee 
comprising representatives of the 
United States, Britain, France, 
Australia, Canada and New Zea- 
land to promote the health and 
welfare of Pacific Island natives. 

Fraser expressed his views on 
my arrival here as a passenger 
on Pan American Airways first 
peacetime clipper flight from San 
Francisco and Los Angeles to 
Auckland. 

Would Receive Immigrants. 
Fraser made these points: 
1—New Zealand with her 100,000 

square miles area will welcome a 
fair share of displaced Europeans 
as permanent residents and no 
distinction will be made between 
Jews and non-Jews. 

2—Due to a housing shortage 
New Zealand will be unable to 
accommodate any sizeable num- 
bers of refugees for possibly three 
years. 

3—New Zealand’s Labor govern- 
ment is preparing new socializa- 
tion measures, possibly including 
socialization of the coal industry. 

Fraser notéd that New Zealan 
already has accepted between 8 
and 900 Polish children who had 
been deported by the Russians 
to Siberia. 

“When this immigration oc- 
curs,” Fraser said, “we will want 
single men and women who are 
prepared to enter industry and do 
their share in helping us replen- 
ish the supply of goods, We don’t 
want shop keepers.” 

Ahead of Russia, He Says. 
Fraser believes his government 

has advanced socialization farther 
than any other country not ex- 
cluding Russia. He pointed out 
that New Zealand already has 
programs for social security, gov- 
ernment medical services and 
medicines, government low-cost 
housing, government utilities, rail- 


roads, and busses, government ra- 


dio stations and government sub- 
sidies to mothers for each child 
born. 

Declaring that these were all 
achievements for the common 
good of New Zealand. Frazer pre- 
dicted that other countries in- 
cluding the United States would 
follow in New Zealand's path. 

Frazer noted that New Zea- 
land’s progress toward socialism 
had been deterred by the war, 
but that attention is now being 
given to further measures, in- 
cluding socialization of the coal 
industry. 

“While the government may not 
necessarily take over the coal 
mines,” he said, “some formula 
will be established to assure a 
maximum of uninterrupted pro- 
duction.” 

‘Antithesis of Communism’ 

Asked whether an advanced 
state of socialization wouldn't 
tend to pave the way for Com- 
munism, Frazer said emphatically 
that it would not. 

“Socialism is the complete an- 


tithesis of Communism, Commun-. 


ism stands for overthrow of the 
popular system,” he said, “Com- 
munism may very well, however, 
in time adopt more of the ad- 
vances of Socialistic Democracy.” 

Fraser pointed to the United 
States as an early starter in ma- 
jor phases of a move toward so- 
cialism, pointing out that when 
the late President Roosevelt 
stood for election for the first 
time he had already worked out 
his program for social security in 
the United States,

This may surprise many readers.

energy in one spot in a ten-mil- 
lionth of a second whereas the 
thunderstorm spends its energy 
over a period of an hour or more 
and over an area that may be 30 
miles in diameter. 

There are many similarities be- 
tween the atomic bomb explosion 
and the thunderstorm. My atten- 
tion was- called to the subject by 
Commander Norman Myrick, one 
of the members of Joint Task 
Force One who is particularly in- 
terested in meteorology. 

If you will recall the photo- 
graphs of the previous atomic 
bomb explosions, you will remem- 
ber that t:e explosion creates a 
tall, towering, turbulent cloud 
capped with a sort of “mush- 
room.” This is not unlike the 
familiar “anvil” cloud of a typical 
summer thunderstorm. 


Heat and Pressure, 

Like the atomic bomb explosion, 
the thunderstorm is a heat and 
pressure phenomenon. The sun, 
however, supplies the original 
energy for the thunderstorm. The 
sun’s rays heat the air and it be- 
gins to rise. At high levels it en- 
counters cold air and is chilled. 
The moisture in the originally hot 
summer air then condenses into 
droplets which begin to fall. 

This act of condensation itself 
releases a tremendous amount of 
energy. Remember that to boil 
water, that is, turn it into vapor, 
you must apply a lot of heat. In 
the case just cited, the trans- 
formation of the vapor back to 
water droplets releases that heat 
or energy. 

Thus more energy is supplied to 
the lower air and the turbulence 
becomes greater. Finally we have 
the great, turbulent thundercloud,

In the directive covering Amer 
ican policy in Germany during the 
initial post-defeat period, which 
was issued to Gen. Eisenhower 
in April, 1945, Section C provided: 

“The administration of affairs 
in Germany shall be directed 
towards the decentralization of 
the political and administrative 
structure and development of lo- 
cal responsibility ... The Ger< 
man economic structure shall 
also be decentralized.” 

Gen. Eisenhower was instructed 
to urge this policy upon the Con- 
trol Council in Berlin. These 
principles were given lip service 
at Potsdam.

Franco as a Symptom 


If the swift return. to balance-of-power poli- 
tics, with all that that means as a threat to peace, 
is to be halted, there is no better place to halt 
it than in dealing with the Fascist Dictator 
Franco in Spain. 

It is obvious that neither the Socialist Govern- 
ment of Great Britain nor the Democratic Ad- 
ministration in the United States has any love 
for Franco, the open friend, the blatant cham- 
pion, the effectual military ally of Hitler and 
Mussolini. That Britain and America now avoid 
positive measures to unseat Franco must be due, 
then, to military distrust of Russia, and to a de- 
sire to maintain in the Iberian Peninsula a Gov- 
ernment which is anti-Communist. 

The extent to which such military distrust is 
justified can best be appraised by those in pos- 
session of secret diplomatic and military intelli- 
gence. But the fact is clear that if the United 
Nations Organization, the control of atomic ener- 
gy, the pacification of Germany or any meas- 
ure on which world order depends, is to have a 
chance to succeed, the nations victorious in the 
last war must strive for a policy that will gen- 
erate mutual trust. A minimum start, the sine 
que non, of such a policy is the overthrow of 
Franco as the sworn enemy of democracy and 
of the nations that overcame his Fascist bed- 
fellows in Italy and the Reich. 

The failure to take action against Franco is 


\ symptomatic of a general attitude that is foster- 


ing the quick recovery of German industrial and 
military might and threatening to destroy hard 
won fruits of victory. 

The failure to act on Franco is a part of a 
general pattern of softness and gullibility in 
dealing with the enemy. Little Switzerland has 
been permitted to invoke the technicalities of 
international law to protect the gold reserve 
which the Nazi Government sequestered in Swiss 
banks in anticipation of defeat. To give the 
Nazis the benefit of international law is, of 
course, like giving a burglar the protection of 
a safe deposit box; but Switzerland gets away 
with the role of international receiver of stolen 
goods, and Germany will eventually get the use 
of gold which she looted from neighbor nations. 

Meanwhile in neither Washington nor London 
is there any evidence of effective action to break 
up the international cartels and patent pools 
which Germany used so successfully after the 
First World War for the economic penetration 
of the Balkans, Latin America and other parts 
of the world. 

Testimony at Nuernberg has shown that in 
the spring of 1945, when the Allied Armies were 
sweeping over Western Germany, Hitler was per- 
suaded to abandon his “scorched earth” policy 
and leave as much of German industry intact as 
possible, against the eventuality that the victors 
would again throw away the peace and give 
German militarism a third chance to blight the 
world, The testimony further showed that in 
April, 1945, a Reichsbank vice-president held a 
last-minute rendezvous at Basle, Switzerland, and 
arranged to disperse 652 German economists 
and technicians in foreign countries to scheme 
for Germany's economic revival. 

Unless the United Nations are able to com- 
pose their differences and agree on a plan for 
the permanent demilitarization of the Reich, 
Germany is likely to effect a speedier recovery 
than she did after the last war. And if she 
should recover, a sympathetic Fascist power in 
Spain would be just as embarrassing to the dem- 
ocratic powers as it was before. 

But expediency is a secondary consideration 
in the decision on policy toward Franco. High 
principle and good faith and loyalty to the mem- 
ory of several million soldiers who gave their 
lives to destroy Fascism demand that Franco go 
—and quickly. 
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Inconsequentiality of the Hot Dog 

Two Illinoisans who have invented a skid- 
proof, non-oozing hot dog are no doubt animated 
by the highest and purest motives, but they are 
misguided. They propose to dignify it, and to 
dignify is to destroy it. The wiener is no formal 
dish, like filet mignon or fried chicken, 

It is a dish for the appetite-in-shirtsleeves, 
completely informal. Its insignificance is its 
salient attribute. A man who would not think 
of eating a beef roast without waiting until the 
appointed hour, drawing up a chair, tucking a 
napkin under his chin and going to work with 
the proper cutlery, will not have a moment's 
qualm about consuming a hot dog standing up, 
with his bare hands, at any hour of the day or 
night. 

Give the hot dog poise and dignity? It would 
hardly be a worse error to change the name of 
Arkansas, Anyone who would do it would re- 
move the squirt from the grapefruit, the stink 
from the onion, the crunch from the morning’s 
toast. Eating a hot dog is an adventure in 
epicurean inconsequence, and that’s the way we 
like it, 
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The problem of the foreign ministers at Paris 
will be to find something the Russians will 
agree to. 
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A Task for the House 


Before the House recessed to June 24, its 
Taxation Revision Committee approved tax ex- 
emption to Federal-aid housing projects for low- 
income citizens of St. Louis, Kansas City and 
St. Joseph. The bill now lacks only House per- 
fection and passage and Gov. Donnelly’s signa- 
ture. It is of first importance that it be passed 
and almost equally important that it be done 
during the present legislative session. 

With such a law on the books, the Federal 
Government can act on St. Louis’s. application 
for Federal aids to 12,000 additional slum-clear- 
ance housing units. With it, the Federal Gov- 
ernment will contribute up to five times what 
the city contributes in: tax relief. Without it, 
the Government can contribute nothing and the 
slums will not be cleared, for only families of 
moderate to good incomes can afford the lim- 
ited-dividend apartments which private inves- 
tors may build under the new Urban Redevelop- 
ment Corporations Act. 

Action is important now because the Congress 
will almost surely re-establish Federal aid to 
low-rent housing long before the next Legisla- 
ture convenes. The United States Senate has 
already embodied that policy in the Wagner- 
Ellender-Taft bill, which now awaits House ac- 
tion. Hence large Federal allotments will prob- 
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ably be granted in the next few months, To 
clear its slums, to rid itself of the great munici- 
pal expense in servicing slums and to increase 
its straitened housing supply, St. Louis should 
be ready the day the program opens. 

Thus the Missouri House will be doing St. 
Louis and Missouri a real service by resisting 
any temptation to neglect the enabling measure 
during the final rush toward adjournment. 
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A High-Handed Committee 


The House Rules Committee is now demon- 
strating why its opportunities to abuse power 
will have to be eliminated before the reform 
of Congress will ever be complete, It is en- 
gaged in abusing its power to hold up the 
La Follette-Monroney congressional reform bill. 

The bill has passed the Senate by an over- 
whelming majority. It has gone to the House, 
where the Rules Committee must act before it 
can come to the floor for a vote. Representa- 
tive Monroney is trying to have it referred to 
the House section of the joint committee that 
drew it up, so that time will not be lost while 
new hands learn what the old hands already 
know. 

The Rules Committee's authority is to act as 
a traffic officer for bills, sifting out those that 
are not important enough to reach the floor, 
and seeing that bills come to the floor in an 
orderly manner. The La Follette-Monroney bill 
is of great importance. In the prober exercise 
of its authority, the Rules Committee can do 
nothing but route it to the House floor quickly. 

But the committee is not compelled to exer- 
cise its authority properly. It can go further 
and abuse its authority. It can stall, as if the 
bill were not important. enough, or as if there 
were no place on the calendar for it. 

The Rules Committee is abusing its power by 
stalling. It is arrogating to itself authority it 
does not properly possess. Instead of serving as 
a traffic officer, it is behaving as a dictator. 
Bossed by reactionary Southern Democrats 
whose stranglehold on Congress is based on the 
archaic committee system rather than on their 
abilities, the Rules Committee is not eager to 
see the committee system modernized, as the 
reform bill would do. 

In holding up the La Follette-Monroney bill, 
the Rules Committee is arrogating to itself the 
powers of the whole Congress, and demonstrat- 
ing why its own powers should be clipped. It 
should be performing its proper function by giv- 
ing expeditious passage to this important 
measure. 3

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The Olympian Mr. Ross 


It is more than 60 years since old Commo- 
dore Vanderbilt told a New York newspaper re- 
porter, “The public be damned,” and various 
people have said it since in various accents and 
circumstances. But few have succeeded in say- 
ing it with a more crashing emphasis than Ed- 


ward M. Ross Jr., a St. Louis contractor, who is | 


building nine new brick bungalows spang on the 
proposed route of Daniel Boone express high- 
way. 

Mr. Ross, a foresighted man, “looked into the 
matter” and found that it would be at least five 
years before work on this section of the super- 
highway is started. Furthermore, he found that 
the buyers of the houses would get their money 
back (maybe even a little more) in condemnation 
proceedings when the State got ready to use 
the right-of-way. 

Yet there is one minor detail which this im- 
perturbable real estate speculator may have 
overlooked. The houses are being built for re- 
turned soldiers under special Government ‘pri- 
orities. Now that the facts are revealed, we 
suspect the housing authorities will have some- 


thing to say about using precious building ma- 


terials for houses with a life expectancy of five 
years or less. 

Whatever the outcome, you have to hand it to 
Mr. Ross for nonchalance. Even in a field well 
known for its Olympian disregard of the public 
weal, he is a standout. 
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High Price for Intolerance 


Texas is following Missouri in the same costly 
path of intolerance in higher education which is 
described in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 
A court in Austin has ordered the University of 
Texas to admit a Negro law student, but has 
suspended action for six months to permit the 
State to establish a law school for Negroes. 

This is a strictly legal method of racial segre- 
gation, but it is rather expensive. In Mis- 
souri, as the Mirror shows, the Legislature had 
to pass a $9000 appropriation to pay an idle 
faculty at the Lincoln University School of Law, 
even when the school had no students. This 
State’s per capita cost for students at the Negro 
university was almost three times as high as the 
cost for University of Missouri students, 

The taxpayers of Missouri are digging into 
their pockets to pay for their refusal to admit 
tax-paying citizens into a tax-supported public 
institution.

WHAT NEWS FROM PARIS? 
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The Cost of Segregation 


The Mirroe 
of 
Public Opinion 


Southern states look to Missouri to see how to treat segregation of 
Negroes and whites in colleges, professor says; yet educational’ sep- 
aration has proved costly; State has wasted money and teaching 
abilities to uphold principle that is counter to democratic ideals.

On Dec. 12, 1938, the United States Su- 
preme Court handed down a 6-to-2 deci- 
sion in favor of Lloyd Gaines and against 
the University of Missouri. The decision 
read in part: 


“By the operation of the laws of Mis- 
souri a privilege has been created for 
white law students which is denied to Ne- 
groes by reason of their race. The white 
resident is afforded legal education within 
the State; the Negro resident having the 
same qualifications is refused it there and 
must go outside the State to obtain it. That 
is a denial of equality of legal right to the 
enjoyment of privilege which the State has 
set up, and the provision for the payment 
of tuition fees in another state does not 
remove the discrimination.” 


The 17 states maintaining segregated 
schools had watched the development of 
this case with close attention. With only 
a few exceptions, the Southern press agreed 
that the verdict of the court was just, and 
that “something should be done.” Just 
what should be done they did not so readily 
decide. Out-of-state tuition was no longer 
a legal means of meeting the demands of 
Negroes for graduate and professional 
training. 


Two Suggestions for South 


Virginius Dabney, in his book, “Below 
the Potomac,” spoke of two solutions pro- 
posed by Southerners. The first was for 
regional Negro colleges, with four or five 
adjacent states joining forces to provide 
an institution for Negroes equal to that 
for whites in any one of the contributing 
atates. A second suggestion was to subsi- 
dize already established private schools 
for Negroes, making them equivalent to 
state universities for whites. 


Fortunately for the South, the prob- 
lem was shelved temporarily by a greater 
problem which brooked no equivocation— 
the war. But before the war, as during it 
and even now, the 16 states chiefly affected 
by the Gaines decision all looked to Mis- 
souri for a solution to their problem, since 
that State had been the scene of the in- 
itial contest. 


On Feb. 7, 1939, the Missouri Supreme 
Court ordered the Gaines case placed on 
the May docket, thus giving the appre- 
hensive Legislature a chance to act, The 
chairman of the Appropriations Commit- 
tee introduced House Bill 195, one section 
of which read: “The curators of Lincoln 
University are given the right to make 
Lincoln University equal to the University 
of Missotri.” 


High Cost, Few Students 


The result was the Lincoln University 
School of Law, founded in 1939; Lincoln 
University Graduate School, 1940; Lincoln 
University School of Journalism, 1941. 


For the 150 Negro students who have 
benefited from these schools since their in- 
ception, the State has appropriated more 
than a half-million dollars. One graduate 
from the School of Journalism and 10 from 
the Law School represent the tangible 
fruits of these expenditures to date. 


The School of Law was started in Febru- 
ary, 1989, in a building rented for the pur- 
pose in St. Louis. Enrollment reached a 
peak of 35 in 1941 and a low of 0 in 1943. 
Even when the enrollment dropped to zero, 
the school had to be maintained to keep it 
on the (inactive) list of accrediting associa- 


tions. Faced with an empty law school, the 
legislators still had to pass a special appro- 
priation of $9000 to pay idle personnel. 

From 1937 to 1944, the biennial appropria- 
tions for the University of Missouri have 
remained at the $3,900,000 mark. Those for 
Lincoln University have risen from $500,000 
to $900,000. For the biennium 1939-40, typi- 
cally, $856,000 was appropriated for the 1228 
students at Lincoln ($697 per student); 
$3,908,000 for the 17,010 University of Mis- 
souri students ($229 per student). 


This is justice to the Negro with a ven- 
geance—forced on the State by a Supreme 
Court decision, a conscientious curator and 
Missouri's illogical desire to support a sep- 
arate school system for a 6 per cent minor- 
ity with a skin pigmentation which differs 
from that of the 94 per cent majority. 


Where Co-operation Exists 


It may be that such justice will not ap- 
peal to Missouri taxpayers. Last year’s 
Legislature refused to expend more money 
on a journalism school with an enrollment 
under 20. But the decision of the Supreme 
Court had to be followed even though it 
meant, finally, that the professors from the 
School of Journalism at the University of 
Missouri journeyed to Jefferson City daily 
and taught the tiny classes there in addi- 
tion to their own. 


Such co-operation between the State uni- 
versities is not unknown, though it is un- 
publicized. There are even examples of ex- 
tension classes with Negro and white stu- 
dents sitting in the same classroom, study- 
ing the same subject under the same Uni- 
versity of Missouri teacher. But the credit 
for the white student is carried on the 
books of the University of Missouri; that 
for the Negro goes on the records of Lin- 
coln University. 


Missouri Goes to Extremes 


If the states farther south are watching 
Missouri, however, they see the segregated 
schools, not the exceptions. The budget for 
the State of Missouri shows that approxi- 
mately $50,000 biennially is still being ap- 
propriated for out-of-state tuition for Mis- 
souri Negroes who cannot find the neces- 
sary facilities for higher education within 
the State. 

Negro students accepting this aid know, 
of course, that the decision in the Gaines 
case bars this arrangement, and that they 
could get facilities within the State if they 
carried the issue to court. Now that the 
war is over they may ask for a School of 
Engineering, a School of Medicine, a School 
of Mines—demands which would help bring 
home to Missouri taxpayers the high price 
of segregation. 

The real tragedy of the story of Missou- 
ri’s attempts to furnish higher education 
for Negroes lies even deeper than the fact 
that the majority deprives the minority of 
opportunities and rights. For here we have 
people going to extreme lengths—educa- 
tionally, socially and financially—to up- 
hold a principle that runs counter to the 
religion and to the political philosophy they 
profess.

Two Eras of Germany 


“Germany Tried Democracy,” by S&S. William Hal- 
perin. (Thomas Y. Crowell Co., New York.) 
“Germany in Defeat,” by Percy Knauth. (Alfred A. 

Knopf, New York.) 

Prof. Halperin of the University of Chi- 
cago has related in a straightforward man- 
ner the depressing story of the German Re- 
public from its hopeful beginnings in 1918 
to its demise in 1933. The failure of this 
“noble experiment” resulted alike from the 
ineptitude of its friends and the ruthless 
enmity of Junkers, the military caste and 
the industrialists, Not a little of its failure, 
furthermore, followed from the character 
of German development in the preceding 
50 years. 

Racialism, dictatorship and lack ef polit- 
ical experience marked the history of the 
German Empire. The will to democracy on 
the part of many well-meaning Germans 
could not counter-balance the incubus of 
such hostile forces. Born in defeat, dis- 
order and despair, the German Republic 
had to face almost insurmountable obsta- 
cles, of which not the least was sabotage 
by Western democracies. Self-pity and the 
search for scapegoats soon became the all- 
absorbing outlets as men undertook to ex- 
plain Germany's military and political 
humiliation. , 


. * . 

Civil war, assassination and inflation 
kept the Republic in turmajl. Leaders rose 
and fell, parties jockeyed for power, vested 
interests overturned Ministries. Men sought 
power without responsibility; others had 
responsibility without power. An interest- 
ing paradox of the period is that amid 
the violent emphasis on patrioti#am, most 
German leaders displayed far more loyalty 
to caste and faction than to their country. 
Meanwhile, the Nazis were steadily organ- 
izing their resources and Hitler was emerg- 
ing as a force. The older parties first dis- 
missed the Nazis, then sought co-operation, 
and finally succumbed to them. 

As Halperin narrates the failure of the 
Republic, so Knauth, formerly the Berlin 
correspondent fo¥ Time, describes the Third 
Reich in defeat. Admitting the differences 
inherent in perspective as well as in the 
viewpoint of the historian and the reporter, 
these tragic accounts complement each 
other in their revelation of the political 
character of the German people, 

. * * 


Knauth is primarily concerned with 
human problems, the reaction of people of 
every sort to their circumstances. His po»v- 
traits give little cause for hope. The moral 
and physica] destruction of the war cannot 
be repaired for generations. What Nazism 
did to the Germans has rendered them in- 
capable of constructive action. Lasting ap- 
proximately as long as the republic, the 
Nazi regime has left an infinitely greater 
imprint upon the German mind. 

Neither author offers a solution: both 
avoid facile judgments; each supplies val- 
uable clues concerning the German prob- 
lem. From the careful reading of such 
works, we may come to an appreciation 
of what citizenship in “One World” must 
mean for Americans, and to the realiza- 
tion that the past is prologue to the futur

American Atomic Proposal 


HE American atomic proposal, as presented to the United Na- 
tions Atomic Commission's opening ‘session by Bernard M. 


Baruch, does us honor. 


To a considerable extent, it adopts the 


admirable principles already embodied in the Acheson-Lilienthal re- 


port on the International Control 


Mr. Baruch’s keynote is that the 
United States stands ready to pre- 
scribe and destroy the atomic 
bomb—“to lift its use from death 
to life—if the world will join in 
@ pact toward that end.” 


Fair enough. This ought to seem 
pretty attractive to all the nations 
that do not possess the knowledge 
of how to make atomic bombs and 
who have suddenly seen what de- 
fense potential they formerly pos- 
sessed annihilated by the actual 
American monopoly of atomic 
‘weapons. 

The main idea—taken from the 
Acheson-Lilienthal report—of en- 
trusting “all phases of the devel- 
opment and use of atomic energy” 
to an International Atomic Devel- 
opment Authority—is the biggest 
real step toward world govern- 
ment ever taken. 


A Frontal Attack. 


Indeed it is the first real step. 
For to be effective, such an au- 
thority must not only control all 
phases of atomics from the ore 
deposits in the ground to experi- 
mental laboratories of a certain 
size—it must have a monopoly of 
atomic know-how. Manufacture of 
bombs would cease and existing 
bombs be royed. Moreover, 
somebody, prefamably the United 
Nations, would have power to 
punish offenders, 

This again—in the words of the 
Baruch report — implies that 
“there must be no veto to protect 
those who violate their solemn 
agreements not to develop or use 
atomic energy for destructive pur- 
poses.” Here is a frontal attack 
on that mischief-maker, national 
sovereignty, which, if successful, 
will leave the door open for its 
- further reduction later on. 


Russia’s Stand in ’30s. 


We do not yet know how the 
American proposal will be received 
by ‘he other 11 members of 
‘the United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission. The Soviet Union is 
believed to be hostile to any sort 
ef international control of Soviet 
affairs. The new authority would 
be a control of a peculiarly drastic 
sort. Yet during the International 

onference of the 
it was the Soviet 
Union that went the furthest in 


asking for universal supervision |. 


and unlimited investigation of 
armaments. If Russia believed in 
controlling the relative harmless 
weapons of those days, how much 
greater the urgency in the days of 
atomic, bacteriological and biolog- 
ical weapons? 

Our immediate concern is, how- 
ever, not with the reactions of 
foreign states. These we cannot 


of Atomic Energy. 


control. If they do not wish for 
the abolition of the more murder- 
ous weapons, these will not be 
abolished. 

Our concern should be with the 
two classes of Americans who will 
— the Baruch proposal inaccept- 
able. 

The first are the “nationalists.” 
These quaint relics from the dim 
past still stubbornly cling to three 
superstitions of a peculiarly harm- 
ful kind, 

The first is, that there will “al- 
ways” be war. 

The second is, that the United 
States can, by its own means, 
make itself invulnerable to any 
conceivable gang-up by foreign 
powers—ergo, that we do not need 
allies or a really effective inter- 
national organization. 

The third is, that we can stay 
far enough ahead in the atomic 
race to deter any country from 
ever using its own atomics against 
us. 

These people can find some 
comfort in the Baruch report. 
One place is where the report 
speaks of the need for real guar- 
antees before “a country” (read: 
the United States) is “ready to 
relinquish any winning weapons” 
(read: the atomic bomb). 


That “Gradual Approach.” 


Other comforts to these hold- 
overs are the passages about going 
ahead in “separate stages” and 
about making the American know- 
how available to the Authority 
only gradually. 

They really hope that other na- 
tions wil] reject the Baruch plan. 

A second group of Americans 
fears lest the Baruch proposal 
offer too little. The Oak Ridge 
engineers and scientists, for ex- 
ample, would like to modify the 
original Acheson-Lilienthal clas- 
sification of atomic energy ‘activ- 
ities as “safe” and “dangerous” 
by adding a third category, “too 
dangerous.” For the next 10 
years they would like to stop all 
uranium or plutonium extraction 
or manufacture, destroy most fis- 
sionable material now in exist- 
ence, and strengthen the interna- 
tional authority in other ways. 

In addition, they would like to 
see the transition to full control 
by the International Authority im- 
mensely hastened. 

In other words, these very inter- 
nationalist Americans hope that 
other countries will demand step- 
ping up the American plan as the 
condition for its acceptance. 

The work of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission in the 
next weeks and months will chart 
the world course. 

It will also determine life insur-

UT of the war has come increased concentration of the owner- 
ship of industry in a few corporations. Proof of that fact is’ 
provided by economists of the Senate SmaH Business Committee 


who show that two-thirds of all 


manufacturing facilities are now 


Operated by 250-giant corporations. 


The actual percentage increase 
of concentration during the war 
was, in itself, not so great, More 
important is the fact that, thanks 
to prodigious Government spend- 
ing, the 250 giants today contro] 
facilities almost equal to the 
plants owned and operated before 
the war by all corporations big 
and small. That gives the big fel- 
lows a tremendous leverage of 
power now that the war is over. 


Monopoly of Research. 


What is more, the top 100 cor- 
porations spent 66 per cent of all 
the Government funds expended 
on research. What this means in 
competitive advantage needs no 
underscoring. The committee re- 
port says: 

“The few big corporations, 
which received during the war 
years more money from the Fed- 
eral Government for scientific re- 


gearch and development than the 19 


entire nation spent on such re- 
gearch in prewar years, can cer- 
tainly be expected to apply many 
' of the findings of this scientific 
research to peacetime production. 
Wartime scientific developments 
which have no peacetime uses are 
few and far between. 


“Big business, in whose labora- 
tories and plants this Govern- 
ment-financed research was con- 
ducted, will have not only the 
‘first crack’ at putting into effect 
the peacetime applications of most 
of the wartime industrial re- 
search, but also the patent rights 
on the commercial applications of 
that research.” 


Trend to Monopoly. 


Another competitive advantage 
of the giants—thanks to the way 
the tax laws were written—was 
that they could spend millions in 
war profits on advertising to keep 
brand names before the’ public 
eye. Senate committee researchers 
found some interesting quotations 
from a speech made by President 
Truman when he was a Senator 
denouncing the wilder extrava- 
gances of ime advertising. 


Of the 250 giant corporations, 
five interest groups control nearly 
half the total manufacturing ca- 
pacity concentrated in the giant 
bracket. They are Rockefeller, 
Morgan, Mellon, Du Pont and the 
Cleveland group. 

There is a lot of fine political 
talk about helping small business. 
Some of it is sincere. But the cold 
facts belie this talk. The trend, 
accentuated by the war, is all in 
the direction of concentration. 


Some who talk more piously 
about their concern for small busi- 
oH, | 


ness are working actively and 
directly against the interests of 
small business, The OPA is a case 
in point. While it is true that in 
some instances small business has 
suffered under OPA, if Congress 
knocks out the controls that re- 
main, it will be small business 
that will suffer most. The depres- 
sion of 1929-32 proved that once 
and for all, The giants came out 
of it with more economic power 
than they held before. 


In an inflationary spiral the 
giants can survive. They have the 
vast reserves of capital to carry 
them through the storm. The Sen- 
ate committee report shows that 
by the middle of 1945 the 63 larg- 
est manufacturing corporations 
with assets of over $100,000,000 
had increased their net working 
capital to nearly eight and a half 
billion dollars. That was more 
than the working capital of all 
manufacturing corporations in 


To Avert Statism. 


Those who have been most 
clever and most active in strip- 
ping OPA should pay heed to this. 
Ohio’s Senator Taft at times talks 
nobly about small business and 
equality of opportunity. But the 
job he had done on price control 
will leave small business with few 
defenses in the economic storms 
that lie ahead. 


One of the great perils of this 
ever-increasing concentration is 
that Government must more and 
more intervene to try to even the 
balance. To match the concen- 
trated economic power in the 
giant corporations, you have con- 


power in the trade unions. Gov- 
ernment has been trying, and not 
very successfully, to reconcile 
these powers, 


The ultimate end is statism, It 
is the corporate state in which 
you have the powers of the cor- 
poration and the powers of the 
union forever frozen. That is the 
end of free enterprise. Yes, it’s 
the end of freedom. 


The Marxist, the Communist, 
sits back with an air of comfort- 
able assurance. This is the in- 
evitability which he has been pre- 
dicting for so long. But most 
Americans will not accept that 
inevitability. Our system has 
given freedom of opportunity and 
we must make sure that it con- 
tinues to do so. That means en- 
forcement of the anti-trust 
It means positiye action by the 
Government along the lines of 
the Tennessee Valley gorge 
If we do nothing, the dri

I’ve been in there with 
him before. I know how fast he 
can travel. Five years ago, I al- 
most ram off with the title. I’m 
going to stop long enough to pick 
it up tonight. 

I am convinced that Louis plans 
to win as quickly as possible. He 
is going to try to knock me out 
in the first round. He’s going to 
try and knock me out with the 
first punch. I’m trying to think 
as I would if our positions were 
reversed, and’ I’m convinced that 
if I were in Louis’s shoes that’s 
the way I’d try to do it. 

Fight Should Be Best. 

Remember that Louis fs on the 
wrong side of 30 years. He is 32 
and that’s old for an athlete. I’m 
28 years old and figure to be at 
my physical peak. As a matter of 
fact, I am convinced that I am 
at the top of my pugilistic form. 
This fight should be my best. 
Five years ago when Joe was 
younger and: generally hailed as 
the greatest of them all, I out- 
boxed him for 12 rounds, I did 
this by setting a fast pace. Louis 
wasn’t as slow as he looked that 
night. It was just that I was so 
much faster. Joe wasn’t confused 
either. He just wanted to be sure 
that I was where he thought I 
was before he let a* punch go. 

Eventually —in the thirteenth 
round—Louis found me and I was 
knocked out. That was a mistake 
—a mistake on my part. 

The general plan was good 
though. I see no reason to alter 
it. I’m going in there tonight to 
set a pace so fast that Louis isn’t 
going to catch up. It is going to 
be so fast that Joe is going to fall 
on his face, Louis just isn’t going 
to be able to go the distance at 
a high rate of speed. 

I see no reason why I should 
not reveal the pattern I think the 
fight will take. During the first 
five rounds, Louis is going to be 
dangerous. He isn’t a one-punch 
fighter, a fellow who can stiffen 
you with a single blow. But he 
can hurt and stun you with either 
hand. Once he has you hurt, 
Louis is one of the great finishers. 
Rarely has an opponent gotten 
away from Joe after he’s nailed 
him with either left or right. 
| So I'll have to be careful in the 
first five rounds. If I have to 
I’m going to run, This isn’t a 
club fight at Duquesne Gardens, 
back home on a Monday night... 
This is the big one for the world 
heavyweight championship. This 
is the one that will be remembered 
for years to come. 

In the second five rounds, Louis 
is goi to become confused and 
tired, e ig going to begin to 
have doubts about winning. Be- 
cause he is a great champion and 
has a champion’s fighting heart, 
Louig is going to start pressing. 
He’s going to be trying too hard. 

I'm going to be fighting back. 
I'm going to be jabbing, and mov- 
ing away.

son) reference to a breach be- 
tween Justice Black and himself. 
Justice Jackson apparently 
thought that the article in ques- 
tion was besed on information 
given to her by Justice Black. So 
his blighted ambition, plus what 
he regarded as a covert attack, 
misled him into making a state- 
ment that it is difficult to asso- 
ciate with the Jackson whose 
friends have long admired him. 

With what amounted to naivete, 
Justice Jackson apparently tried 
to give the impression that he 
was trying to clear away possible 
difficulties from the path of the 
man who is soon to become Chief 
Justice, 

Justice Black did not give to 
Miss Fieeson the information on 
which the article was written. In 
any event, the outburst from 
Nuernberg could not possibly 
smooth the road for the prospec- 
tive new Chief Justice. It could 
only cause him and the other 
members of the court acute em- 
barrassment, 

Blow to Standing of Court. 

I do not enjoy writing critical- 
ly of a man whom I have respect- 
ed and whose friendship I have 
valued, but I cannot forbear to 
say that there can hardly be any 
doubt of the motives that caused 
Justice Jackson to say what he 
did while still a member of the 
court. He has dealt a terrific blow 
at the standing and prestige of 
the court itself. The people have 
respeeted and revered the Su- 
preme Court despite the covert 
and dastardly attacks that have 
been made upon it by those who 
resented President Roosevelt's de- 
termination to make it a people's 
court in a people’s Government. 
Justice Jackson's first thought 
should have been of the institution 
that should always be maintained 
high in honor in the estimation 
of the people.

A modified radar was employed 
to track all moving objects in the 
area covered by the beam, includ- 
ing trucks, tanks and artillery 
that might be traversing a road at 
night. This was done by filtering 
out echoes from stationary objects. 

Handie-Talkie, 

The Signal Corps, which per- 
fected a good many radar devices, 
supervised the production of a 
great deal of . communications 
equipment. The handie-talkie, a 
five-pound combined radio trans- 
mitter and receiver, was used 
widely by paratroops, as was the 
heavier walkie-talkie. While these 
were carried by the individual sol- 
dier, the 250-pound Signal Corps 
radios were parachuted separately 
and were especially padded to pre- 
vent breakage. 

Radio relay systems were de- 
velopments of outstanding im- 
portance. A system comprises 
two terminal stations and one or 
more intermediate relay stations 
which pick up the signal, amplify 
it and automatically retransmit 
it. It operates in two directions, 
can be set up quickly and cannot 
be intercepted readily by the ene 
my. It utilizes frequency modu- 
lation and very high frequency 
radio communication, in addition 
to carrier telephony principles 
‘used in commercial communica- 
tions. 

As many as eight two-way voice 
conversations or 96 teletypewriter 
circuits may be funneled into a 
radio relay transmitting station 
and superimposed on a single 
radio carrier wave. The wave 
follows a line-of-sight path in- 
stead of radiating over a wide 
arc; hence connecting links must 
be 50 to 100 miles apart. 

The system operates automa- 
tically, and is expected to be used 
largely for peacetime communi- 
cations. Although the Signal 
Corps developed a dispenser which 
would lay communications wire 
by wocket or from an airplane, 
it is likely that wireless commu- 
nication will. be utilized almost 
entirely in the future. 

Radio-Sounding Device. 

Radiosonde, a word derived 
from radio sounding, was another 
application of radio. It consisted 
of a set of meteorologically sen- 
sitive elements coupled with a 
miniature radio transmitter, and 
was sent aloft attached to a bal- 
loon. The signals were recorded 
on graph paper on the ground. 

Another technique, called spher- 
ics, relied on static bursts to plot 
the location of distant storm cen- 
ters thousands of miles away.

Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay has de- 
vised a new scheme for the po-

many, and that it is to be pro- 
posed at the Paris Conference of 
the Foreign Ministers. 

The reparations policy agreed 
upon at Yalta, as later confirmed 
at Paris, is not being carried out. 

There ig not even a semblance 
o. understanding between the 
ma‘or powers upon the economic 
future which the German people 
are to be permitted to have. 

Chaos In Reich. 

Germany is in a state of chaos. 
Tt is a cancer in the European 
body politic. The gangrene is 
quickly spreading peyond Ger- 
many’s borders. 

Each major power is carrying 
out a separate policy within its 
ewn zone. 

The Soviet Union is presently 
bent upon making of Eastern Ger- 
many a political and economic 
tributary of the Soviet system, 

The French are concentrating 
on detaching the Ruhr, the Rhine- 
land, and the Saar from the rest 
of Germany. 

The British seem equally insist- 
ent upon making of their zone 
of Germany a future buffer. 

If the United States is carrying 
out any policy within its zone, it 
would appear to consist of dump- 
ing all administrative responsibili- 
‘ties upon the laps of the Germans 
as rapidly as possible. Every 
step taken is increasing the belief 
throughout Europe that we intend 
to pull out of Germany in the 
near future. 

American Inaction. 

It is quite true that the imme- 
diate cause for the failure of the 
four powers to agree at this mo- 
ment upon a German policy is the 
refusal of Russia to accept our 
recent proposals. It has conse- 
quently become the tendency to 
blame the Kremlin for the current 
disaster, Yet had the United 
States sought to procure agree- 
ment upon the necessary policy 
before Russian appetites, or Rus- 
sian suspicions, had grown s0 
great, is it not likely that an 
agreement would then have been 
reached? .- 

Has this government no respon- 
sibility for failing to act while it 
was still strong, and while the 
moment was propitious? Should 
it be absolved from all blame in 
view of it#? lack of foresight and 
of initiative? 

Secretary Byrnes has now sug- 
gested that next November would 
be a good time to consider a gen- 
eral German peace settlement. 

The tragic question is whether 
events are going to wait that long.

THIS IS OUR first loss in nearly four years 
from any kind of predator and even this 
wouldn't have happened except for a bit of care- 
lessness and the scarcity of materials such as 
fence‘wire, for which there seems little excuse. 
I'd rather protect the domesticated animals more 
carefully and keep such wildlife as we have in 
our valley. ‘The possums and raccoons and foxes 
and skunks and even all the hawks, except the 
sharpskin, probably do more good than harm 
as harvesters of small rodents and insects. Any- 
way, we like to have them around to give us 
an occasional thrill on moonlight nights, as the 
fox did by coming up and barking at our very 
door. 

If there is a mora! to this story, it is that it’s 
high time for America to buckle down and start 
producing. Maybe a roll of chicken wire isn’t 
very important—but there are a hundred thou- 
sand farmers who need a roll, or a dozen rolls, 
to say nothing of a hundred other kinds of 
equipment. We're asking them to feed a starving 
world—while industry sits on its hands and gives 
them no new tools with which to work.

TIRRING boiling water into 
S cornmeal (generally called 

“scalding”) before adding the 
other ingredients has a favorable 
effect on the flavor of the product 
whether one is making pancakes 
or spoonbread. The following 
recipe makes use of this tech- 
nique so we hope you will ap- 
prove the idea as heartily as we. 
Such a recipe should be especially 
welcome because it will help you 
to provide delicious bread for the 
family in spite of the wheat flour 
and bread shortage. The pancakes 
are not only tempting in flavor 
but also in color, texture and fluf- 
finess. When the cakes are per- 
fectly baked, they are good enough 
for any meal in the day. 

Corn Cakes. 


One cup yellow cornmeal, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one tablespoon 
sugar, three-fourths cup boiling 
water, two eggs, beaten; two tea- 
spoons baking power, one-fourth 
cup milk, two tablespoons melt- 
ed butter. 

Measure cornmeal, salt and su- 
gar into a bowl,-add boiling water 
and stir until thoroughly mixed. 
Cool. Add beaten eggs, then bak- 
ing powder, mixing until smooth 
and well blended. Stir in milk, 
then melted shortening and mix 


well. Heat griddle to 300 degrees which they are now asking. Then *

Add 
lobster meat, one-half t 
salt, one-fourth teaspoon black 
pepper and one-fourth cup Madei- 
ra wine. Cook for a few minutes 
until wine is reduced in quantity. 
Place over boiling water and add 
one cup cream and three egg 
yolks beaten together. Cook with 
constant stirring until slightly 
thickened. Pile back into shell, 
sprinkle with Parmesan cheese, 
one tablespoon, and broil for about 
five minutes or until meat is well 
heated through and cheese is 
slightly browned. Serve piping 
hot.
